of whiskey at the Butts home. Mrs. 


Gregg was the onht witness for the 


state, but all three of the policemen 


were called on rebuttal.

In so many eases mort­ 


gages are given in a lump sum and 


it is impossible to ascertain whether 


the taxpayer, if he has a mortgage 
on real estate in other counties, has 


listed it in this county. 
This would 


make possible the detection of tax­ 
payers who give in only mortgages in 


the county in which they reside. 


B y following a set rule, it is be- 


lieved it will be possible to increase 


m aterially the property valuations on 


the assessment 
sheets 
and

strike a scale for assessment which 


will not work any injustice on more

to hook worm infection. 
Large num­ 
bers of school 
children 
examined, 


were suffering from 
traehema, 
a 
dangerous contagious 
eye disease, 


which, if not treated in time, impairs 
or even destroys vision. 
Also many 
physical and mental defects were ob­ 


served, most of which the health ser­ 


vice physicians >a,y could be correct­ 
ed by improved hygiene and 
early 
treatment, hut which if neglected will 


cause needless suffering and 
hard­ 
ships in latter life. 


The investigators found little or 


no attention given to sanitation in 


the construction of the largest num­ 
ber 
of 
school 
buildings 
visited. 
Either in location, heating, lighting,

Michigan and thence to Louisville by 
way of Indianapolis.

But later promoters chose to make 


Madison the terminal.

Madison had a remarkable growth 
for ten years, but declined

An amusing incident is related in 


which it is told how Indiana had a 
road but no engine. 
The work on the 
Madison and Indianapolis line is thus

bration attended by the governor and

counties in the state. In view of the 
fact that the county assessor as well 
as all of the township assessors are 
new men at the business, considerable 
instruction will be necessary to fa- 
miliarize the new 
taxing 
officials 


with their duties. 
— 


"The new county assessor, Henry 


W.:Schrader, will go to Indianapolis 
nexj Monday to attend the 
annual 


conference of the stflte board of tax 
commissioners with the county as- 
sessors in Indiana. The conference 
wilKopen Monday and continue for 
three days. Some township assessors 
are said to be contemplating attend- 
ance jit "some of the sessions 
be- 


cause of the valuable instructions 
they may. receive. There will be a 
speeial •school" of-,'assessing, -at ,thfc 
conference Tuesday and Wednesday, 
the two. last days of the conference. 


An effort will be made this year to 


change real estate valuations for as- 
sessment purposes. In a majority of 
comities-the valuation placed on real 
estate'has been entirely too low. Al- 
though the state board of tax com- 
missioners has always urged living 
up to the standard' set by the state 
board, each county has taken^prop- 
erty valuations about as its officials 
pleased. The new county assessor of 
Rush county will likely ascertain the 
stand of other counties in the, state, 
regarding real estate assessment be- 
fore fixing a definite policy for Rush 
county. 


There is a desire on the part of 


the state board to break up the prac- 
tice of giving in for assessment pur- 
poses land worth from $100 to $150 
an acre at thirty, to forty dollars an 
acre. Every assessor will be instruc- 
ted at the conference to do as the 
state law sets out plainly: assess 
at ihe true cash value. 


The co-operation of the township 


assessors will be obtained, if possi- 
jle to break up the practice of giving 
assessments in lump sums, especially 
mortgages. In so many .cases mort- 
;ages are given in a lump sum and 
it is impossible to ascertain whether 
the taxpayer, if he has a mortgage 
on real estate in other counties, has 
listed it in this county. This would 
make possible the detection of tax- 
payers who give in only mortgages in 
the county in which they reside. 


. By following a set rule, it is be- 
lieved it will "be possible to increase 
materially the property valuations on 
the 'assessment 
sheets 
and 
also 


strike a scale for assessment which 
will not work any injustice on more 
scrupulous taxpayers who will de- 
clare the value of their property as 
low as others.

sued. "This neglect of sanitary pre- 
cautions observed iu rural communi- 
ties is undoubtedly due to lack 
of 


sanitary knowledge. Instructing, .the 
people in the value, of sanitation will 
naturally serve to make them adopt 
measures such as arc now in force 
m cities for the proper construction 
and maintenance of school buildings 
and the regular medical inspection of 
school children. School hygiene has 
a great economical value in that it 
serves to prevent the spread of dis- 
ease and makes the children now iu 
the schools healthier members of the 
community and of the country

United Press, the .great international 
news-gathering agency which fur- 
nished the Press its leased wire tel- 
egraphic" report, an opportunity to 
demonstrate its pre-eminence) in .ac- 
curacy and enterprise^ Its first ad- 
vantage, of course, was that it has 
always been an evening paper ser- 
vice, with more'clients in the evening 
field in the United States than all 
other telegraphic news services com- 
rined. Moreover, it had at the capi- 
tals of the principal nations involved 
in the present war its co-respond- 
ents trained not only in newspaper 
work, but in knowledge of the politi- 
cal and military situation. The ad- 
vantage of this is . manifest. The 
Rome correspondent, of the 
United 


Press, for instance, knew how to get 
the news of the pope's death to the 
world a few weeks, ago twenty-four 
hours before the passing of the pon- 
tiff was admitted by opposition ser- 
vices. 


A really remarkable fact is that 


the. United Press has not put into 
circulation'during the entire Euro- 
pean war a single story, that turned 
out to bg in any important detail in- 
accurate.

Indiana Public Service Commission 
is vested with authority ot regulate 
the rates of a. public . utility. not* 
withstanding the existance of an ex- 
pired contract is the decision given 
in the case of the.City of Seymour 
Water Company. It is the first time 
this question has come before that 
body and the decision is of interest 
to a number of other cities which 
have filed or expect to file petitions 
before the Commission. Had the de- 
cision been unfavorable to Seymour 
the fight for lower water rates could 
not have been continued. 


The city council'contends that the 


rates now charged are unjust, ex- 
cessive 
until discriminatory. They 


are provided in li franchise granted 
in 1886 and which will continue in 
force for sixty years unless set aside 
by the Commission. Attorneys for 
the water company will fight every 
step and may,.take the, case to the 
Federal court. . 


It is announced that in a few days 


the: commission will 
send 
expert 


engineers arid accountants to make 
an , appraisement of the companys 
property and a financial survey of its 
books. The city will also employ an 
engineer to make an appraisement. 
In a short time the commission will 
give a hearing and each side w,ill be 
allowed an opportunity to show that 
the appraisement of the 
commis- 


sion's experts is too high or too low. 
If- the city fails to get lower rates 
the -franchise will continue in force 
for^thirty-two years.
